Hi  Elizabeth, 

I  wanted  to  check  back  in  with  you  about  the  shower  trailer  again. 

We've  made  progress  at  neighborhood  council  and  have  two  very  suitable  locations  that  are  ready  to  take  the  trailer 
asap. 

First  location  is  the  parking  lot  at  the  United  Methodist  Church  in  Echo  Park. 

There  was  initially  concern  that  it  might  take  up  valuable  parking  spots  but  we  have  negotiated  with  a  neighbor  to  replace 
those  spots  when  needed. 

The  other  site  is  at  the  Silverlake  Presbyterian  Church  parking  lot  on  Rowena. 

(There  was  a  third  spot  in  an  alley  near  to  the  Echo  Park  Methodist  church  but  it  seems  it  may  be  too  narrow  to 
accommodate  the  OEM  unit  once  the  ramps  are  down.  But  we  do  have  other  backup  locations  too.) 

The  pastors  at  both  churches  are  on  board  and  both  have  between  $5-1  Ok  allocated  for  site  improvements  (ie.  sewer 
drop,  etc.). 

We  are  all  champing  at  the  bit  to  get  those  drops  installed  but  just  want  to  make  sure  we  can  still  get  a  trailer  before 
spending  the  money  to  do  so! 

Is  there  anything  else  we  can  do  or  show  to  make  it  happen? 

Or  do  you  have  any  further  information  on  where  we  currently  stand?

Thanks  for  reaching  out. 


Several  weeks  back  I  spoke  with  Tyan  and  shared  that  the  County  has  agreed  to  let  the  City  of  LA  utilize  several  of  the 
OEM  trailers.  The  City  intends  to  utilize  up  to  4  trailers  on  a  daily  basis  throughout  the  City.  One  of  the  locations  that  they 
are  pursuing  is  at  North  Alvarado  St.  and  Bellevue  Avenue,  within  a  mile  of  the  Methodist  Church.  (All  of  the 
arrangements  with  the  City  are  tentative  as  we  have  not  yet  executed  a  contract,  but  I  expect  them  to  move  ahead.) 


Because  of  the  collaboration  with  the  City,  I  think  it  is  going  to  be  hard  to  justify  placing  another  trailer  in  the  same  area.  I 
recognize  that  you  all  are  hoping  to  do  something  that  extends  beyond  a  once  a  week  service,  so  I  am  going  to  take  this 
back  to  see  if  there  is  a  way  to  make  it  work. 


That  is  where  we  are  at  for  now.  I  will  get  back  in  touch  later  this  week  or  early  next  week  with  another  update.

•  Trailer  loan  contract  w/  County  -  this  is  being  actively  considered  by  a  notable  homeless  services  provider  who  is 
going  to  be  the  prime  contractor  for  new  Access  Points  (pending  award)  at  both  of  the  churches  mentioned  this 
summer.  These  locations  would  operate  on  non-overlapping  days  during  the  week  and  also  weekend,  likely  2  at 
Silver  Lake  to  start  and  3  at  Echo  Park  to  start. 

•  Operating  agreement  w/  LAHSA  -  this  is  being  actively  considered  by  both  the  above  entity  as  well  as  by  SELAH 
(both  groups  would  be  working  in  close  coordination  on  both  Access  Points  mentioned). 

•  Mel  came  to  speak  with  our  Echo  Park  Homelessness  Committee  this  Monday  about  what  Shower  of  Hope  could 
offer,  and  we  are  taking  his  capacity  and  services  into  consideration.
